As a follow up to previous E mails, we are planning on shipping kits containing the new lighters to each location on 12/18. 

These kits will have a small red dot on one end of the outer box 
to distinguish them from kits you currently have in inventory. Each location will also receive an additional 30 heaters. 
Please begin distribution of the new lighters with the 1 LI group in Lincoln on their 12/23 visit. Bob Maher will be in Lincoln 
on 1 13 when that same group returns to download data from the new lighters just in case there are any problems.
